OF THE 



CITY OF BUFFALO. 
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Buffalo for many years has been called the ** Queen City of the Lakes/' and well merits 
that proud appellation. It is a port of entry and the capital of Ene County, State of Kew 
York, at the eastern extremity of Lake Erie, at the head of Niagara River and at the mouth 
of Buffalo River, in lat. 43<» 53' N., long. 78« 55' W., about 293 miles N. W. of New York 
City;— with a water front of two and a half miles on the lake and of the same extent on 
Niagara River. It has one of the finest harbors on the lakes, formed by the Buffalo River, a 
small stream, yrhich is navigable for about two miles from its mouth. The entrance is pro- 
. tected by a breakwater, which is 1,500 feet long, upon the south side of the river; and there is 
also another on the noHh side, by which a capacious harbor is mada In 1869, the United 
States Govemqaont began the construction of an outside harbor, by building a breakwater, 
designed to be 4,000 feet long, fronting the entrance of the Buffalo River, at the distance of 
about half a mile from shore; nearly two-thirds of the breakwater is completed. In addition, 
ther^ are a large number of slips, docks and basins for the accommodation of shipping and 
canal boats. The Lighthouse is a large stone structure, and a -Life-Saving Station has been 
established, with commodious buildings. 

The advantages of Buffalo, in a commercial point 9f view, are quite obvious. Its location 
at the foot of Lake Erie, whose waters unite with the Hudson River and the seaboard by the 
Erie Canal, and the centering of many important railroads in its midst, are a sufficient 
assurance of a continuance of its present business prosperity and future growth. 

The United States census returns for 1880, placee the population of the city at 155,134, and 
of the county 219,881. The details of the city census are as follows: 76,904 males, 78,230 
females; 103,866 natives, 51,268 foreigners; 154,268 whites, 857 colored, 5 Chinese, 4 Indians. 
Rank in population 13th city in the United States. 

The earliest notice of the present site of Buffalo, may be found in the travels of Baron La 
Houtan. He ascended the Niagara River into Lake Erie, on August 15, 1687, more than a 
hundred years prior to the first settlement of the city. He advised the French Government 
to build a fort here, and, in anticipation of its construction, named it ** Fort Suppose '' on the 
map accompanying his travels. This fort was intended as a check against the neighboring 
Iroquois and Seneca Indians. In 1795, La Rochefoucault Lianconkt, a French nobleman, 
says that '*at the port on Lake Erie (Buffalo) there was a small collection of four or five 
houses.'^ On the map of the Holland Land Company's Purchase, drawn in 1800, the present 
site of Buffalo is designated as New Amsterdam. The village, however, was not laid out and 
the survey completed until 1804. The fii^st lot sold contained half an acre and brought $135. 
On April 2, 1813, the village was incorporated, and in the same year, on December 30tb, 
was burned, with the exception of two houses, by a force of British troops and their Indian 
allies, who crossed from Canada at Black Rock. 

In 1882, Buffalo became an incoi*porated city, and is now divided into thirteen wards, with 
two aldermen to each ward. The principal officers are a Mayor, Comptroller, Clerk, Attor- 
ney, Treasui'er, Park and Street Commissioners, Engineer, Superintendent of Education, 
Assessors, Overseer of the Poor, Commissioner of Public Buildings, Board of Water Cpm- 
mfssioners. Commissioners of City and County Hall, and Pcdice Justice. For Police purposes 
the city is divided into precincts. The Fire Depai'tment is under the management of a 
Superintendent and assistants. 

Previous to 1832 all the schools were known as district schools of the town of Buffalo. 
The first school-bouse was erected in 1806 by gratuitous labor and material contributed by 
the early settlers, and wad located at the comer of Cayuga (uow Pearl) and Swan streets. 
The number of public schools in existence, including the Central, January 1, 18S2, was 53; 
number of teachers, 439; average number of pupils registered 25,212, and in attendance daily, 
14, '^25; and the amount paid for this department by the city for the year ending December 
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31, 1881, was about $820,000, iDcludin^ salaries, but not the expenses of repairing and re- 
furnishing buildings. Schools are also maintained at five Asylums, the Church Charity 
Foundation and the Central High School, the pupils of which are graduates of the other 
schools. The German language was taught to 1,900 children in 15 of the districts. The State 
Normal School and Normal School of Practice is also located here. There are also about 
forty private academies, colleges and schools, including the Medical Department of the 
University of Buffalo, a college established for the study of medicine; the Homeopathic 
Medical Society, the Buffalo Female Academy, the Buffalo Classical School, the Heathcote 
School, St. Joseph's and many other Roman Catholic schools, the Holy AngePs Academy, the 
Canisius and St. Joseph's colleges. These are all well patronized aUd are reported to be in 
good financial condition. It may be well to note that the Central High School curriculum 
Includes the languages. 

The commercial advantages of Buffalo are well known, derived from its favorable relative 
position with the numerous points from which are drawn its receipts of flour, grain, coal, ore, 
oil, cattle, hogs, etc., and the ready means for the distribution of these articles by lake, canal 
and railroads; added to which facilities are the benefits of cheap fuel, an excellent and 
abundant water supply, rapid elevating and transfer of grain, quipk handling of coal, exten- 
sive storage facilities and dockage with ample harbor accommodations. The healthy climate, 
handsome streets and driveways, magnificent park system, its public libraries, art gallery, 
museum, theatres, hospitals and benevolent institutions of all kinds,- churches and fine public 
buildings, combine to render Buffalo a most desirable resort 'for the pleasure and health- 
seeker, and a home for the capitalist and the laboring classes. Its close proximity to Niagara 
Falls, added to the delightful and romantic lake and river scenery, contributes greatly to 
its attractions. 

The City Engineer reports 102 miles of paved streets, also 230 miles opened and surveyed ; 
lll>^ miles of sewers constructed; the expenditures during 1881 were $248,494,71. llie 
expenses of lighting the city with gas and the maintenance of lamps, etc., $147,600. The 
electric light was used July 13th for the first time in lighting the streets. The Fdor Depart- 
ment cost the city $59,000. The Fire Department (paid, not volunteers) employed 14 
engines, 5 chemical engines, 15 hose-carts, 4 hook-and-ladder trucks, 187 men and 85 horses, 
at an expense of $188,204.83; there are 1,211 fire hydrants. The strength of the Police Force, 
206 members. 

The bonded debt of the city December 31, 1881, was $7,851,618.89, a decrease during the 
year of $878,586.27. The City Treasurer received from all sources $8,519,252.11. The value 
of real and personal estate $92,256,315, viz.: real, $84,896,770, personal, 7,869,545; property 
exempt from taxation $11,163,970. The internal revenue receipts were $1,391,456.78 from 
duties. About 1,000,000 gallons of spirits were distilled and 22,000,000 cigars manufactured. 

The custom receipts were $812,916.92, including $766,500.16 duties on importa The value 
of merchandise entered for consumption was $4,594,436, for export to foi*eign ports $1,034,069, 
for transportation to other districts $516,794. 

The Buffalo Street Railroad comprises two main lines, double track, one 4% miles and the 
other about 3>^ miles in length. The Buffalo East-side Street Railroad comprises four single 
line tracks aggregating nearly 18 miles in length. Herdic Coaches are promised. 

Buffalo ranks as the third city in the State, but in commercial importance she must be 
deemed second only to the metropolis. It is no wonder that her citizens are proud of her 
position and manifold advantages. With very few equals in the world as a grain port, its 
terminal facilities are very extensive and complete. Grain is received, transferred, stored 
and forwarded with greater dispatch than at any other port in this country. The river for 
about a mile from its mouth is lined with immense elevators and fioaters, provided with all 
of the most improved appliances for handling cereals. The transfer of grain cargoes from 
vessels into storehouses and canal boats prior to 1848, was done by manual labor, being raised 
from the hold in tubs and bags. In that year Mr. Joseph Dart erected the first elevator ever 
built for storing and transferring grain, with a storage capacity of 55,000 bushels and a 
transfer capacity of 15,000 bushels per day, near the mouth of Buff^o River. Now there are 
22 elevators, 8 transfer elevators and 6 floaters, 86 in all, most of which are massive structures, 
costing in the aggregate about $6,000,000. Their combined storage capacity reaches 8,000,000 
Jbushels, while their daily transfer capacity is 3,200,000 bushels. That is to say, the elevatoi*s 
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of Buffalo are capable of receiving from lake vessels and transferring to canal boats and cars 
nearly 8,200,000 bushels of grain every twenty-four hours. Much has been said and written 
against these Buffalo elevators, but the fact that they furnish such excellent facilities to car- 
riers and shippers, insuring quick dispatch and freedom from costly delays, is an advantage 
that can be scarcely overstimated. These elevators are owned by private individuals, except- 
ing that the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad corporation owns two of the 
largest, and the New York, Lake Erie & Western Railroad one. Several of these elevators 
have machinery attached, whereby 60,000 to 70,000 bushels of wet or damaged grain ccm be 
dried every twenty-four hours. The gprain trade has steadily increased for years. The 
season's receipts of 1880 were the largest on record, aggregating by lake and rail 175,000,000 
bushels, last year 122,571,295 bushels. The facilities for forwarding this vast amount of grain 
were as extensive as the terminal facilities. The capacity of the canal has never been fully 
tested, and the shipments of 1880, which were the largest ever reported, and reached 72,000,000 
bushels, were forwarded with as little effort as the 36,000,000 bushels shipped in 1875. This 
fact is accounted for by the deepening- and improvement pf the canal so as to permit of the 
passage of boats with increased speed. The total of all articles carried from Buffalo in 1880, 
aggregcited 2,286,922 tons of the value of $59,589,048, and in 1881, 1,121,240 tons valued at 
$84,782,568. The canal and railway competition thus afforded always insures cheap trans- 
portation rates. The Central, Erie and J^hiladelphia railroads give much attention to con- 
veying grain, and each moves large quantities received by lake as well as its throygh 
shipments. Their tracks run directly into the elevators, so that there is no carting and no 
handling outside of the elevator. It is no uncommon thing to see a large lake vessel being 
unloaded and two canal boats and two trains of freight cars being loaded at the same time. 
The number of miles of railroad owned and leased by the different companies now entering 
the city aggregates 9,372; to this statement should be added the narrow-gauge lines through 
the oil regions. 

There are four large steamboat lines plying regularly between this port and the ports on 
Lakes Erie, Huron, Superior and Michigan. They are the Union, the Western Trauspoi*tation, 
the Commercial and the Anchor lines. Their combined fleets number 54 fli-st-class steamers, 
having a capcusity ranging from 1,750 to 2,200 tons. With the completion of the Government 
improvements in the Detroit River, which are well advanced, the appearance of 2,800-ton 
vessels in Buffalo harbor will not be an unusual sight. In addition to the vessels of these linep, 
there cure other propeller lines, a large fle^t of steam barges with consorts, and sailing vessels, 
many of which )u*e noble ships. With a heavy down movement of flour, grain, iron and 
copper ore and lumber, and a large and steady up movement of coal, salt ai^d merchandise, 
Buffalo bids fair to always occupy a front place among the great commercial cities of the 
continent. Contemplated works on the Tifft farm will give several miles of additional water- 
ways and dockage. 

Manufacturing interests are attracting as much attention at present as the other branches 
of business mentioned. The admirable location for manufacturing ^ and the necessity for 
diversified Industrie have induced Buffalo capitalists to invest large amounts of money in 
furnaces, rolling mills and factories of various kinds. With the lakes stretching to the west- 
ward and the canal to the eastward, together with t^ie New York Central, the New York, 
I^ake Erie & Western, the Buffalo, New York & Philadelphia Railways leading East ajid 
the Lake Shore, the Canada Southern, the Great Western; Grand Trunk and the Buffalo & 
Southwestern Railways running West (the Northern Central, Michigan Central, Allegheny 
Valley and many narrow-guage roads also connect at this point), facilities are furnished for 
shipping manufactured products to all parts of the country and the Dominion of Canada, at 
low rates of freight, that are not surpassed by those of any other city in the country. Several 
new roads are now in course of construction. Buffalo also occupies a position between the 
coal and iron fields of Pennsylvania and Ohio and the iron mines of Lakes Superior and 
Champlain that is very advantageous. The various kinds of iron ore required to pfodu'je the 
best results and coal and coke are laid down here at minimum rates. 

Manufacturing has made rapid strides of late years; 1,187 establishments were in operation 
in 1880. The stove works ai*e very extensive. The iron and nail and the malleable iron 
works, the planing mills, the grape sugar and starch works, the chemical works and fertilizer 
works are among tlie largest in the country. To these must be added the car wheel works, 



the marine and other engine works, iron bridge building, the manufactories of water-mains 
and gas-pipee, chains, mills and mill-furnishing goods, threshing machines and agriaultaral 
implements, froight cars, scales, slamped hardware gooda, retrigerators and bird cages; 
tanneries; oil reflneries; boot and shoe and (uraiture factories; water-limo and cement works; 
potteries; soapmakorG; pork packing houses; canned fruite and vegetables; confectioneries; 
edge-tool and hinge factories; children's aad other carriages; organs and melodeons, and 
other indnetries too nnmeroua' to mention. Sblp-building, both of iron and wood, is also 
carried on to a large extent. Leather belting and hose is another spccialt3'. 

The flouring mills ot the city and suburbs are quite extensive and the capital invested 
large. Their capacity may tie estimated at 1,350,090 barrels annually, and the products have 
a widespread reputation for excellence. All the modem improvements have lately been added. 
Tbe malting interest is a very Important one; sixty malt-bousea were in operation last 
year, turning out over 3,000,000 bushels of malt. The breweries number 48 and produced 
2'M,V& barrels of beer, etc. Tbe distilleries and rectifying establiEhments are large. 

The estimated value of tbe leather manufactured here in 1S81 was t0,35O,DO0; and of boots 
and shoes, (1,500,000. Buffalo takes the lead in tbe quality of the hemlock sole leather pro- 
duced in tbe United States. 

' Heretofore the discrimination In freights on petroleum oU to Cleveland worked unfavorably 
for Buffalo; but now, with the pipe line extending from Rock City, Cattaraugus County, to 
Buffalo, capable of delivering 5,000 barrels per day, and our enlarged facilities for reSnIng, 
we can compete with other points. The refining establishments have a capacity of about S.KO 
barrels daily. Lubricating, illuminating and other oils are manufactured to a large extent 
and yield handsome profits. 

A very large amount of capital is invested in the printing, lithographing and engraving 
business. Tbe woi-k executed ranka with the finest and best in the country. Tbe "show" 
printing establi^ment of Tbe Courier Company, with its engraving department, in a fire- 
proof building six stories high, is the largest in the United States, and well worthy of a visit. 
The wholesale mercantile -eetablisbmenls embrace every kind and tbe business transaj^ted 
la immense. The banking facilities are good; 11 banks, with an 'aggregate capital of (3,000,000, 
and other resources equally large. Tbe last official returns from the four savings' banks show 
the deposits therein to a^{regate 133,528,710. The three local joint stock fire insurance com- 
panies are prosperous and with a high reputation, having on January I, 1SS2, a capital of 
1500,000 and assets tl,335,0Sl. The several private banks and the numerous saving and aid 
societies handle about (1,500,000 annually. Tbe amount of capital invested in manufactures 
is estimated at (30.000,000: the annual money value of tbe products, (60,000,000; the number 
of bands employed, 37,000. 

sb printed daily newspapers are tbe Courier, Commercial Advertiser, Express, 
d DaUy News. The first-named is democratic, the fourth independent, the others 
There are several German dadies. Many weekly and monthly religious and 
als are publi^ed. 

1 ot Trade Is an important institution. Its rooms are situated at Central Wharf, 
'ront. This organization was constituted in 1844 and incorporated in 18ST. By

n of water supply and works is one of the best on this continent and thus far 
384,000. Tbe water is brought through a tunnel extending Inte the middle ot 
;r, thus insuring absolute purity; 17,600,000 gallons are pumped daily and dls- 
ugh 1 14 miles of water mains to consumers. The coubtruction of this tunnel and 



its inlet pier was a work of great magnitude, requiring the best engineering skill , The Holly 
"Water Works system is also in use. 

Another tunnel under the Niagara River, for railroad purposes, is often talked of and its 
construction is only a question of time, since the great International Bridge is inadequate for 
the accommodation of all the railroad traffic between Buffalo and Canada. This bridge was 
opened November 3, 1878, and was built by a joint Canadian and American company, at a 
cost of $1,500,000. It is nearly three-quarters of a mile in length, and the construction of the 
central portion was attended v^ith great difficulty, owing to the rapid current of the river. 

Among the institutions in which special interest is taken are the Young Men's Association, 
with its large circulating library and a cash yearly income of $18,000; the Society of Natural 
Sciences, which possesses a fine museum, free to the public; the Grosvenor Library, another 
free institution; the Historical Society, the archives of which are full of valuable material 
relating to the early history of the city and of Western New York; the Fine Arts Academy, 
which owns many works of art; the Decorative Art Society, which is doing excellent work; 
the Law Library; the Young Men's Christian Association; the Mechanics' Institute ; the 
Grerman and Catholic Young Men's Associations, etc. 

The Buffalo Driving Park Association has one of the best and fastest tracks in the country. 
It is the track on which Dezter'sand Goldsmith jyiaid's best records were made, and on which 
Rarus trotted in 2.133^ and Maud S in 2. 10%. Buffalo also boasts of a base ball club, a bicycle 
club, a yacht club, rowing dubs, archery clubs, the polo club which defeated the Westchestei-s, 
with James Gordon Bennett, Esq., at their head, and other popular organizations. 

The City and County Hall, built at a cost of $1,400,000 and dedicated in March, 1876, stands 
on a site bounded by Delaware, Franklin, Eagle and Church streets, and the surrounding 
grounds are laid out cuid terraced in an artistic and ornamental manner. The building is of 
granite, with a tower containing an electrical illuminated clock, and is adorned with four 
representative statues. It is three stories high, not including a finished basement, and fur- 
nishes quarters for all the city and county officers as well as the courts. The Common Council 
Chamber is very handsome and commodious. , The Jail stands at the junction of Delaware 
and Church streets, facing the City Hall. The two buildings are very similiar in external 
appearance, and are connected by ^n underground passage. 

The State Insane Asylum is partially completed, and with the Erie County Penitentiary 
and the Almshouse are model institutions of their kind (the latter has an insane asylum 
attached). The General Hospital has a training school for nurses connected with it, and the 
hospitals, the homes for invalids, women and children, the deaf and dumb and orphan 
asylums and other benevolent associations ai*e well managed and have comfortable and 
roomy buildings. Freemasonry, Odd Fellows and kindred societies are all fiourishing. 

The Charity Organization, the GuUd of the Good Samaritan and the Fitch Creche are 
admirable institutions, and were founded under the auspices of the Rev. Stephen Humphreys 
Gurteen. They are doing excellent work. 

There are many fine edifices in the city, among the most prominent are the Custom House, 
«oon to be enlarged, German Insurance, Marine Bank, Manufacturers' and Traders' Bank and 
Young Men's Association Buildings; the Erie County, Western and Buffalo Savings Banks 
and the Fine Arts Academy. The new depots of the New York Central & Erie Railroads 
are commodious and ornamental. Several of the banks are located in very handsome edifices, 
and many merchants have imposing business blocks. The buildings of the Courier, Crnn- 
merciaX Advertiser and JEocpress newspapers indicate prosperity. 

The Academy of Ijfusic (theatre) is ably managed, and the front is to be rebuilt of iron 
and the interior remodeled and beautified so as to increase the comfort of the audience. 
New scenery will be addedi A new opera house wUl. be opened in the fall on Court street. 
Two German theatres are open during the winter months. St. James Hall has been renovated 
and improved, with new scenery added, and meets all the requirements necessary for comfort. 
The Adelphi Theatre is a cosy place and successfully carried on. 

Buffalo has long been celebrated for the elegance of its private residences, which can be 
found in nearly eVery part of the city, especially on Delaware, Main, Franklin, North, and 
other avenues on the west side. The grounds attached to these homes are kept with great 
care. The noble trees which line the walks of the main thoroughfares add greatly to the 
beauty of the city. An intercepting sewer is to be built soon at a cost of $2,000,000. 
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The churches and places of worship number over one hundred, divided according to 
denominations, as follows: Catholic, 21; Episcopal, 13; Baptist, 11; Methodist, 15; Presby- 
terian, 12; Jewish, 3; UniversaUst and Unitarian, 8 each; Lutheran, German Evangelical and 
all others, 25. The most beautiful edifice in the city is St. Paul's Cathedral (Protestant 
Episcopal); it is a brown stone edifice of the Gothic style of architecture, and. has a tall, 
graceful spire, containing a fine chime of bells. St. Joseph's Roman Catholic Cathedral and 
the episcopal residence adjoining are imposing piles of light-colored stone; the cathedral is 
noted for its chimes. St. Louis and St. Mary's Roman Catholic churches, St. John's, Ascension 
and Christ Episcopal churches, Calvary and Westminster Presbyterian, Delaware* Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal and the TJniversalist and Unitarian churches are all fine edifices and the 
interiors are beautiful in decoration and furniture. There are several convents. 

There are many hotels in Buffalq and new ones are being constantly added to accommodate 
the increlasing traffic. 

The military organizations are the Sixty-fifth and Seventy-fourth Regiments National 
Guards, the Buffalo City Guards and the Buffalo City Guard Cadets. The Arsenal and 
Fremont Place Armory are state buildings of imposing character. 

The United States Signal Service reports for 1881 the mean temperature of the year 47.30, 
rainfall 35.95 inches; highest temperature 90.8 deg. August, lowest 7 deg. below zero in 
Februeiry, showing an annual range of 97.8 deg. ; rain or snow fell on 1*12 days; prevailing 
wind southwest; highest velocity wind 44 miles with average velocity 8.3 miles; number of 
clear days 79, partly cloudy 141, and cloudy 145; decrease in number of thunder storms very 
marked. 

Vital statistics show 3,980 deaths and still births; 4,953 births and 1,267 marriages in 1881. 

The city of Bufifialo has all the favorable conditions for health, longevity and mental and 
physical vigor that can be desired, unequaled by any city in the United States. The climate 
IS salubrious, of a uniform temperature, without extremes of either heat or cold, the mercury 
scarcely ever rising above 84 degrees or falling below zero. The death-rate is low, only 13.9 

Eer 1,000. It has many special advantages as a summer resort, which of late years have 
een quite largely appreciated. Situated within twenty-two miles of Niagara FaUs, the trip 
by rail on the several railroads is too short to be fatigums, and the return trip in the evening 
is always pleasant, as the traveler gets the benefit of the fresh air from Niagara River during 
most of the distance. The drive to the Falls is a very fashionable one during the season, 
and when the grand idea of a boulevard connecting the city with the village of Niagara Falls 
is realized, it will be stUl more so. On Grand Island there are several private club houses and 
places of resort. Everybody in Buffalo goes "down the river" more or less during the 
season, and several wealthy citizens own private steam yachts. One of the most attractive 
drives is that which leads to the "Front" — now a part of the park svstem — ^a noble bluff 
above the bank of the Niagara, which commands an extensive view of the lake and river, 
and also of the harbor and portions of the city. The ruins of Fort Porter and the soldiers 
barracks are situated on this bluff. Buffalo is about seventy miles distant by rail from 
Chautauqua Lake, while a trip of less than thirty miles will take the traveler to Lewiston, 
Niagara City, and the shores of Lake Ontario. These points are much visited during the 
season by excursionists. 

An act authorizing the selection and location of certain grounds for public parks, and to 
provide for their maintenance and embellishment, was passed by the State Legislature in 1869, j 

and lands were selected and appraised at $305,157.85. Messrs. Olmsted & Vaux, of New YorK, ! 

were engaged to prepare plans; Mr. Geo. K. Radford was selected as engineer and Mr. William 
McMillan was secured as supeiintendent. The citv has a park on a scale sufilcient to meet 
the demands of a large and rapidly-growing population and one that will compare favorably • 
with any on the continent. The commissioners have always been mindful of the public 
interests and have fully appreciated the responsibility of their position. There has been no 
lavish expenditure of money and good judgment has characterized their work. The total 
area of tne lands used is 600 2-10 acres, embracing the Lake, Meadow, Parade, Front, Niagai'a ' 

square. Prospect hill, North street circle, Bidwell place, Chapin place. Soldiers' place, Agassiz 
place, the Bank, Humboldt, Bidwell, Chapin and Lincoln parkways, Fillmore, Porter and 
Richmond avenues. The parkways are from 1,695 to 11,097 feet in length, and the beds are 
of stone and gravel rolled hard and smooth and graded. They are each 100 feet wide. The I 

Lake takes up forty-six and a half acres. With its miniature islands, its bays and coves, the 
boat-house, well-stocked with row-boats, and a float for the band, refectories, etc., it is difficult 
to find a more romantic and picturesque spot. The popularity of the place is attested by the 
crowds of people to be seen there summer evenings. Adjacent to the main park where the 
lake is situated is Forest Lawn Cemetery— solemn, grand and beautiful. The State Insane 
Asylum, an imposing brown stone and brick structure, is on the opposite side of the main 
pai'k. About $1,550,000 have been expended on the parks, including the amount paid for 
the land.

The receipts of floar (redaoed to wheat 
boshelt) and grain In 1881 by lake at Boffelo 
aggregated 82,083,896 basbels; by the Lake 
Shore & l£iohigan Soathem Ratlroad 85,508,- 
400 boshels— grand total, 97,571,295 bnshels. 
The other railroads oenteriog here -do not 
make any reports of their traffic, otherwise a 
maoh larger exhibit woald be shown. 

The growth of the grain trade of Bnflaloto 
shown by the followiog flfl^orae: In 1886 the 
receipts by lake were 1,289,851 bnahete; in 184Q, 
18,860,168 bashels; in 1856, 25.768 967 basbels; 
in 1866, 58.888.087 bwihela; in 1877. 50,074.648 
bnshele; in 1877. 65.199 291 bashels; in 1878, 
84.046,052 boahels; la 1879, 78,805,854 boshels, 
ni in 1880. 112.042,927 basbels. The aggre- 
gate receipts by lake of floor and grain from 
1886 to 1881 indosiTe were 1,700,872.075 
boshels. 

The receipts of the products! of the forest on 
the whole were satisfactory; prices of all kinds 
were higher than last year, and the stocks of 
greater magnitude then ever before known at 
the close of naYlgation, but not more than the 
business prospects warrant from the demand 
manifested; the trade all the year was very 
good. 

The growth of the coal trade to spedaUy 
notioeable, and it would haye been larger had 
the tranaportatlon facilities from the mines 
bsen adequate to the reqolrements. The total 
imports of aU kinds aggregated 2,248.571 tons; 
■gainst 1,818,095 tons in 1880. Higher prices 



ruled thto year than those of 1880. The large 
demand from manofacturers and others in- 
dicated the rapid enlargement of the prodnc- 
tive capabilities in all branches of the bu^ness 
establtohments of our dty. 

The live stock trade of Boflalo, as will be 
seen from our foil statement of it, shows a fall- 
ing off in receipts thto year, as compared with 
last, of 7.605 cars of cettle, 8,222 cars of hogs 
and 265 oars of sheep. Yet, the strictly local 
trade has been larger and, with higher prices, 
bosinees has been fully as remunarative as lost 
year. 

The shipments of grain from the elevators 
by railroads connected therewith aggregated 
21,808.856 bushels, which, consideriog the re- 
doced receipts by lake, indicate a larger move- 
ment than last year although not apparent 
from the footings. 

The exports by lake for the past season in- 
doded 825,240 tons of 0091, 170,410 barrels of 
cement and plaster; 109.810 barrds and 11,655 
tons of salt and 44,462 tons and 28.100 bars of 
railroad iron. Toe tonnage of the western 
boond fre'ght carried by propellers was large 
bat fell far short of 1880. 

The straits of Mackioaw opened May 8d«

Marie canal was 
the China May 18th; the last propeller Jhe 
WlBsahiokon November S9tb. 

The disasters daring the year on the lakes 
werennmeroos and losses heavy; over six|y 
persons were drowned.^ ^ , 
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The grain and forwarding badnen of Cen- 
tral Wharf this ' year proved to be generally 
onaatisfactory, in the f aoe of great national 
prosperity. The competition of the railroad 
oompaniea for trelgbta at roinooa prloea caoa- 
ed extraordinary low rates of freight by lake 
and oanal, the unsettled condition of the mar- 
kets, the damage to the crops by .the weather, 
and the wild speculation which prevailed at 
different periods developing all sorts of devices 
for, making the rich richer and npsetting the 
calcnlatioos of the steady going merchants, 
were the chief factors in prodaoiog the extra- 
ordinary features Of the season's business. The 
principal sufferers were the boatmen on the 
canals of *tbis State, the bulk of whom have 
gone into winter quarters at best penniless and 
in many cases deeply In debt. 

The approximate roling rates of the various 
leading articles of produce on December 80th 
this year, as compared with 18^, show an ad- 
vance in floor, wheat, corn, rye, oats, beans, 
sdeds, commeal, oatmeal, pork, lard, dressed 
hogSk, highwines, potatoes, batter, eggs, cran- 
berries, apples, salt, coal, fish, with a small 
decline in barley, malt, millf eed, cheese, lem- 
ons; the other articles enumerated about the 

same. 
/The capacity of the fiouring mills of the city 

and suburbs may be estimated at 1,250,000 

barrels annually; all the modem improvements 

have been added. 

The malting interest is a very important 

one; sixty malt houses have been in operation 

during the year turning out ov^r 8,000,000 

bushels of malt. 

. The amount of capital invested in manufac- 
tures of all kinds Is estimated at 127,000.000; 
the annual value of the products 145.000,000; 
the number of hands employed 25,000. The 
banking capital, is 18,000,000 with resources 
equally large. 

Liake freights on grain from Chicago to Buf- 
falo fluctuated from half a cent per bashel on 
wheat and corn to 6^0 and 5c respectively; the 
average for the season was 8ic ob wheat and 
2|c on corn. Coal was carried from this port 
to Chicago at rates varying from 75o to |1 75 
per ton; the average was about $1 20 per ton. 
Hany propellers were withdrawn from the 
various lines before the close of navigation for 
want of freight. 

Railroad freights opened at 10|o for wheat 
and lOo for com per bushel, hence to New 
York, and closed at 8o and 7io respectively. 
From the 16th of June to the 18th of Novem- 
ber, 6o was the nominal rate on wheat. 



The elevator owners were at logger-heads 
nearly all the season and rates ruled from one- 
eighth of one cent per bushel to the vessel and 
« nothing " to the grain to three-quarters of 
one cent per bushel to the grain and one-eighth 
of one cent to the vessel. The public cannot 
complain of extortionate rates this yearl The 
amount of grain handled by the Westom Ele- 
vating Company was about 49,000,000 bnsbels, 
a decrease from 1880 of nearly 60,000,000 
bushels. 

Transferring grain from elevator to oars cost 
half a cent per bushel; trimming in lots of less 
than five cars $1 00 per car extra; five cars and 
oyer free. 

The arrivals and departures of veeaels In the 
distriot of Buffalo Creek for the season of 1881 
were 6,745, aggregating 4,585,223 tonnage; last 
year 10,808 vessels of 5,995,746 tonnage; a de- 
cline in the movement of vessels of 85 per cent., 
while In tonnage it is only about 24 per cent., 
showing that the small craft have to give way 
to their large and more economical rivals. 
The tonnage of vessels built and enrolled was 
11,899 51. The tonnage of vessels built 5.288 64. 
Forty-nine vessels changed hands by total 
transfer. The total tonnage of the port at the 
close of the fiscal year ending June 80th was 
217 vessels, of 100,815.48 tonnage, exolasive of 
canal boats other than steam, of which the 
oustom-house does not now keep a record. 
Only 88 vessels of all kinds are laid up here for 
the winter; the bulk ot the lake fleet is in Chi- 
cago, numbering over 1,000 vessels. 

The receipts at the custom-house during 1881 
were $810.121 45, against $767,628 48 in 1880 
and $518,562 18 in 1879. A very gratifying in- 
crease in 1881. over 1880, of $42,492 97 

The decline in the oanal commerce is very 
marked. The amount of tolls collected at this 
port duriog the season of 1881 aggregated only 
$825,674 82, as compared with $786.68110 in 
1880. Toe number of boats cleared, 6,294; last 
year, 10,628. 

The hindrances to canal navigation during 
the season were few, and the breaks and dam- 
ages were speedily repaired. The open weather 
at the close of the year enabled all the boats to 
reach tidewater that were laden with through 
freight 

The exports by canal from Buffalo were 
4,465 barrels of flour and 80,805,949 bushels of 
grain, a decline of over 15,000 kmrrels of flour 
and about 41,000,000 bushels of grain. The 
total coos carried of all articles aggregated 
1,121,240 (less than half of 1880) of the values 
of $84,782 568. Over 45,000 tons of flax seed 
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i^ere shipped; nearly twice as nmob as in 1880 
Aod four times that of 1879. The moTsment 
of 9oal was largely in ezcess of 1880. 

Between seven and eight hnndred canal 
boats are laid ap here this season, a most on- 
preoadented oeenrrenoe, and indioatiye of the 
boatmens hard lot. 

Again the beneficial resolts arising from the 
*' free list " is shown by large westward moy- 
log tonnage on the canal for Boffelo. The ag- 
gregate figures of the imports here were 891,- 
879 tons, of the yalne of $41,048,980; the ton- 
nage of 1880 was 557,604, and of 1879, 449,458. 
Goal, iron, steel blooms, stone, lime, rook and 
superphosphatep, foreign salt, crockery and 
ooflEee were the principal articles upon which 
the gain was made. This up-freight moye- 
meot was of great adyantage to the boatmen, 
as without it they would haye been obliged to 
discontinue their business entirely, as the 
down-freight loads were almost always tskeni 
at a loss. 

Canal freight hence to New York fluctuated 
from 7c on wheat and 6(0 on com per bushel 
to 4o and 8(0 respectiyely ; the ayerage for the 
season was 4|c for wheat and 3|c for com, tolls 
Included. Pine lumber per 1,000 feet ranged 
from $2 00 to 13 50, and stayes $1 00 to $1 75 
per ton to New York. Merchandise from New 
York to Buffalo varied from $1 25 to 70c per 
ton; the average, 85c@90o. 

The receipts of flour and grain at tidewater 
from all the canals this year were only 88,542,- 
500 bushels, as compared with 7%897,800 bush- 
els in 1880. 

The export moyement of fliur and grain 
from New York for the year 1881 agg^regated 
about 97,508,000 bushels' (including flour re- 
duced to its equiyaleot wheat), a decrease, 
as compared with 1880, of 88^217,009 bushels 
The receipts of flour and grain at the West- 
em lake ports of Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, 
Detroit, Cleyeland and Duluth, from January 
1st to December 81st, aggregate 224.084.041 
bushels, a decrease of about 89,000,000 bushels 
as compared with the figures of 1880, The 
shipments for the same period from these 
places were 212,668,447 bushels, showing a de- 
crease of about 80.667,000 bushels.
